Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on October 25, 2004 is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed October 21 , 2004 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. The applicant argues that the motivation stated in the Office action 
is that both references deal with medical imaging. The Examiner disagrees. The 
motivation/suggestion stated in the office action in page 3, lines 3-5 states that it would 
improve the production of images for display. 

As to argument of the applicant regarding that the cited reference does not teach 
or fairly suggest computing of a transfer function range for use in volume rendering 3D 
data. The Examiner disagrees. Cited reference clearly discloses said limitation in 
paragraph 84. 

Accordingly the Examiner maintains his rejection as evidenced in above 
response to applicant's argument. 

Since the applicant did not amend the claims, the Examiner refers the Applicant 
to previous office action mailed in July 16, 2004 for further communication. 
In summary, claims 1-15 are pending. Claims 1-4, 7, 8, and 10-15 are rejected (see 
Office action mailed July 16, 2004). Claims 5, 6, and 9 are objected.
